Freed from the theory that the 
emperor is divine, Japanese schol- 
ars are trying to find out about 
their origins, says story by ‘Brian 
Kennedy of Reuters News Agency. 

Japanese scholars are agreed 
that. few problems present greater 
difficulties to anthropologists than 
tracing the origin of the Japanese 
people. Surviving records lack his- 
torical . accuracy.. Archaeological 
research has been slight. 

Before the war, Japanese schol- 
‘ars were. unable to publish their 


throw doubt upon the divine ori- 
gin of the emperor. After Japan’s 
defeat, however, the emperor pub- 
licly renounced descent from the 
gods, and anthropologists here 
have now started ‘to fei their 
theories. 

Scientists apart, any rough-and- 
ready. observer in any Japanese 
street will: see plenty .of ‘types 
which, would appear: at home in 
the Mediterranean, the Arab coun- 
tries, Malaya or the Philippines, 
Mongolia, or the Tuamoto islands.

They 
are easily recognizable by their 
dark skin and hirsute features, 
Oka describes them as neither Jap- 
anese nor European, but says that 
foreign scholars have classified 
them as Mongoloids.

Bringing the dead to life 
even outside the operating 
room is no longer impossible, 
according to a report in the

Restoration of heart beat after 
sudden death has been achieved 
frequently during surgery, and the 
emergency measures used are al- 
most routine in the operating 


one of the first known cases of 
resuscitation of a patient who died 
outside the operating room. 


“The death factor in coronary 
artery disease is often small and 
reversible—the heart wants to beat 
and often it needs only a second 
chance,” they say. 


This second chance must be giv- 


seconds—by persons trained in 
emergency resuscitation.

Singapore writes’ in Foreign Trade. 

Average production from ‘trees 
planted up in 1940 is less than 400 
pounds per acre per year; new 
types available since the war will 
produce up to 1,500 pounds per 
acre. 

One-third of the two million 
acres of estate rubber has been 
replanted, with the estates them- 
selves meeting the cost. 

However, since the middle of 
1955 they have been helped by a 
grant of $400 per acre (or about 
half the total cost) for every acre 
replanted in the next seven years, 
up to a maximum of 21 percent 
of each estate’s planted acreage.
